RULERS OF BALF THE WORLD TOASTED 


Senator Farwell Proposes the Health of 
the Chief Executives of America. 

At 10 o’ciock Senator Farwell arose to re- 
spond to the toast. The Health of the Presi- 
dents of the American Republics and of the 
Emperor of Brazil.” He prefaced his brief 
allusion to the sentiment with a word of wel- 
come to the visitors and an invitation to re- 
turn to visit the World’s Exposition at Chi- 
cago in 1892. Senator Farwell spoke as fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen: Having, I trust, satisfied your 
physical wants, I now invite you to a repast of a 
higher order. But before doing so I wish to say 
that I hope that you have been pleased with 
what you have seen in our young city; so 
much that you will come back again; that you 
will come to our fair, which is to be held here in 
1892 [laughter] to commemorate tne discovery of 
this hemisphere by Columbus; that this visit 
will be the first of a large number which you 
will make to us. It signifies much now, and, I 
hope, will signify more for the future. By it I 
hope that our commercial relations will be 
greatly improved and that we shall become fast 
friends. 

I hope that your congress, soon to assemble, 
will devise means which will be beneficial to us 
all. I do not forget, however, that much de- 
pends upon us. We must as soon as possible 
establish steamship lines to your countries and 
liberally subsidize them. We must offer to you 


our exports as cheaply as others do, and to that 


end I shall favor such legislation as will bring 
about this result, even to the extent of uninter- 
rupted trade between all the countries of this 
hemisphere. : 

Gentlemen: It is an interesting fact that there 
are around this table ths representa- 
tives of seventeen independent nations and 


- friends; and it is not only proper but appropri- 


ate that I should propose the health of the Pres- 
idents of these sixteen American Republics and 
of Dom Pedro, that grand old Emperor of fae

ADDRESS OF THE MEXICAN DELEGATE 


Senor Romero’s Reply te the Welcome of 
Gov. Fifer. 

Then Senator Farwell introduced Matias 
Romero, the delegate from Mexico. As the 
distinguished Mexican arose to make the re- 
sponse to Gov. Fifer’s welcome the first op- 
portunity was given for the entertainers to 
indicate the good feeling of the United 
States for her Southern sisters. The ap- 


plause which greeted the Mexican delegate 


started with a roar. As the sig- 
nificance of the greeting was caught 
the applause was redoubled, and round 


after round of cheers, and the waving of 


napkins told that the representative men of 
Chicago were ready to join hanas with the 
other nations of the Western hemisphere 
and march on in closer friendship and nearer 
commercial relations. Delegate Romero 


spoke as follows: : 
Mr. President, Gentlemen: I feel highly hon- 


| ored at being called upon to answer the hearty 


welcome to the delegates to the international 
American conference extended by the distin- 
guished Governor of this great State. It is an 


power which I fuliy appreciate to be permitted 


speak before such a distinguisbed audience as 
is congregated here tonight, and it is also an 
honor to be the spokesman of 


oficial > ahd 
‘| sentatives of all the independent. namens of the 
! Western Hemisphere. I have seldom regrétted 


as much as I now do that my deficiency in the 
English language should prevent me from doing 
justice to this occasion. : 

The delegates of the International American 
Conference fully appreciate your thoughtful 
courtesy in allowing them the opportunity of 
meeting here tonight the representative men of 
Chicago and they tender you their heartfelt 
thanks for your kindness and consideration. 
They understand that you fully sympathize with 
the object of their mission and I hope will be 
permitted to refrain from dwelling upon the 
subjects that this conference has been called to 
discuss, as that would not be courteous to your 
own Federal Government, which invited the 
American nations to be heldin Washington a 
consultation upon matters affecting the iaterests 
of them all. 

Gentiemen, you certainly have every reason to 
be proud of your country, of your State, and of 
your city. Illinois was, when admitted to state- 
hood, not quite seventy years ago—1818—so far as 
population is concerned, the last State in the 
Union. And sixty years later her growth bad 
been so large that in the census of 1880 she took 
fourth place among the States, and the great 
stride she has made during the last decade will, 
in all probability, give her neariy 4,000,000 of in- 
habitants, and that will advance her to the third 
place among her sister States. 

It is not only for the quantity of its inhabi- 
tants that Illinois is a great State, but for their 
quality, too. Illinois has furnished the United 
States with some of its most extraordinary men. 
Of the three greatest men which this country 
has produced, and who have sometimes been 
called the fathers. of their country, two came 
from iris. Abraham Lincoln, the statesman 
and patriot, whorid his country of the curse of 
slavery, came from Illinois; and Ulzsses 8. 
Grant, the warrior, who by his victories restored 
the Union, also came from Illinois, There are a 
great many other distinguisbed men who have 
been and are proud tb claim this State as their 
home. Stephen.A. Douglas, the great statesman 
and orator, was a resident of this State and of your 
city, and that gallant soldier and true commoner, 
Joho A. Logan, was a native of this Common- 
wealth, and a near neighbor of many of those 
now within the sound of my voice. Chicago 
when it was first sejtied in 189 had but 200 in- 
habitants; five years later,as an incorporated 
city, her population was 4,000. This rapid growth 
continued until it was regarded as a wonder 
even in this land of wonders. For thirty-four 
years there was a steady increase, but in 1871, 
when 300,000 people resided within your city’s 
limits, disaster came, and aterrible conflagra- 
tion destroyed practically the entire city. 

A people less energetic than yourselves would 
at least have been discouraged in the face of 
such a calamity, but you have shown no signs of 
it in the eighteen years which have elapsed since 
that fire. You have rebuilt your city, have en 
larged it considerably, and your population has 
almost trebled, making Chicago, in all proba- 
bility, the second city in the United States. 

I would take more of your time than I think I 
am entitled to were Ito attempt to enumerate 
the many marvelous features ef your city; you 
know them. I will only say that both the dele- 
gates who have seen it now for the first time and 
those to whom it is somewhat tamiliar are so 
much astonished at your wonderful growth, your 
extraordinary energy, your public spirit, your 
large manufactories, your magnificent public 
ano private buildings, and your extensive parks 
and drives, that if we had not seen all we would 
be inclined to regard your history as a fairy tale 
and even to doubt the possibility of what you 
have accomplished. You have made your city 
the second largest commercial center in your 
country notwithstanding the remoteness from 
the coast, but as a railroad center and as a grain 
and live stock market you are supreme, 

I could not, gentiemen, finish my remarks 
without expressing to you, in behalf of my col- 
leagues and myself, our high appreciation of 
your courtesy to us and our sincere wishes for 
your personal happiness and prosperity and for 
the turther progress and welfare of the State of 
Illinois and the City of Chicago,

will be solved in such manner &s to result in 
closer friendly and commercial) relations be- 
tween the States of North, South, and Central 
America. [Applause.] 

Far removed from the surroundings and causes 
which endanger, from time to time, the peace of 
European nations. unhampered by the traditions 
and customs which make innovations and re- 
forms difficult, it would seem thatthe peoples 
and governments of your countries and ours 
should be animated by the common purpose of 
extending and developing the advantages which 
situation and circumstances have given to us. In 
the execution of this common purpose it appears 
evident that these advantages would be im- 
mensely enhanced by greater facilities of com- 
munication by land and water between the re- 
spective countries. 

I think the honorsble delegates from Mexico 
will agree with me when I say that we and our 
Mexican friends begin to understand each other 
better by reason of the railroads whieh now bind 
the two countries together and thé more familiar 
business and friendly associations resulting 
therefrom. 

I hope the day is not far distant when the prin- 
cipal city of the Argentine Republic, that young 
giant of the south, will clasp hands with New 
York and the other cities on our seaboard by 
means of lines of ocean steamers, [Applause. ]

And what I have said With reference 
to the Argentine Republic is to a great extent 
true of other nations lying to thé south of us. 
Our commercial relations with tiem are not as 
intimate as the people of this country wish them 
to be, or as! intimate as those which England, 
France, and Germany maintain with them. 

‘This state of things ought not to exist. Ido 
not believe that the people of the American na- 
tions south of us desire thatit should. I believe 
that those people of the United States who have 
thought about the matter are mortified that such 
is the case. Candor compels me to gay, however, 


that it is my country that is to blame for it. 

It is time, high time, that Uncle should 
cease the mere contemplation of the rooms of 
his own mansion, and sometimes loam owt of his 
windows to see what is going on. I beheve that 


“he should commence to get better acquainted 


with his neighbors by encouraging the estab- 
lishment of regular steam communication with 
their principal ports, by the repeal of the absurd 
navigation laws, so-called, and by the adoption 
of such other enlightened legislation as will 
make commercial intercourse with our neigh- 
bors possible. [Applause.]} | 

The countries of the two American continents 
are bound by a common destify. They are 
mutually engaged in the noble work of cultivat- 
ing the arts of peace and developing the avenues 
whereby the constantly maltip inhabitants 
of the globe may acquire greater féoi 
comfortable subsistence.

THE nok. SENOR_ALFONSO OF CHILI. 


He Speaks in His Native Tongue, but 
Kvokes Great Applause. 

The Hon. Justice José Alfonso, from Chili, 
Was next introduced to respond to Mr. Tree’s 
address. The noble-look eng, gray-haired 
Sefior Alfonso spoke in his native tongue 
with an eloquence which called forth bravo 
after bravo from his Spanish-speaking hear- 
ers—evidences of approval taken up and 
echoed by the friends who, though they 
could not understand the words, were in 
hearty, sympathy with the sentiment. 

I come, gentlemen, from a far off. land in the 
western part of the South American continent, 
stretching to the south as far as it goes—a na- 
tion young and small but rapidly developing 
and imbued with the spirit of energy and enter- 
prise. With these common points of resem- 
blance it can easily be comprehended that Chili 


contemplates with the deepest interest the ca- 


reer of the United States—a Nation that has 
progressed with gigantic strides. Itis not easy 
to foresee the measure of prosperity which the 
future bolds in store for her. The field for study 
is interesting from its variable conditions, The 
plan of unity and fraternity which has been in- 
itiated by the Government at Washington in 
bringing together the International American 
Congress has been ahappy one and the dele- 
gates appreciate the offer which has enabled 
them to contemplate so many things, and, among 
others, this great City of Chicago—the most in- 
contestible proof of the great results that can be 
realized by the labor, energy, and activity of 
man. 1 must with entire sincerity and frankness 
confess that everything we have seen demon- 
strates that the reports contained in books ot 
the resources of the United States convey put a 
faint idea of the reality. 

Nevertheless, it is only just to acknowledge 
that many causes have contributed to bring 
about the result. Some aré natural causes. An 
Almighty hand has treated this country as a lov- 
ing Mother would treat her child. and this should 
not be lost sight of by those other nations that 
seek inspiration fram the example of the United 
States; for when circumstances are dissimilar 
imitations run the risk of being illusionary ana 
ineffective, if not absolutely dangerous. The 
other causes have their origin and basis in hon- 
esty and good will of the people of the United 
States toward mankind, and to them is owing in 
a great degree the prosperity which seems more 
astonishing as we contemplate it more closely, 

Examining the subject closely and not super- 
ficially, my attention was called particularly to 
one point which I consider of the most vital im- 
portance, I refer to the correct proceeding, the 
just nature of all compromises, ana what I may 
term the respect and sympathy for all humanity 
shown by the people. This is partly evidenced 
by the treatment accorded to the women of the 
United States. The respect and homage ac 
corded them and the measure of distinction 
which they reach socially is an unmistakable 
mt that your society is approaching the perfect 

eal. 

In conclusion I propose the following toast— 
Which more than a toast expresses the real in- 
spiration of my soul: For the Nation that 
like this Cements its prosperity and its grandeur 
by proceeding always in a righteous and honest 
manner.“

ON THE ROAD TO OAKLAWN, 
behind him came a hose-cart, an en- 


eine, and a hook and ladder truck, 
almost abreast, and closely following came 
the police patrol wagon loaded with officers. 
The delegates had barely time to realize all 
this when they heard the clang of another 
engine coming from the south, and while 
they were falling over each éthetin an eu- 
deavor to get out gf the way of this a third 
arrived from the west. 

Engine No. 1 arrived just two and one-half 
minutes after Minister Romero had pulled 
the hook. In three minutes Companies Nos. 
12, 21, and 82, hook and ladder trucks Nos, 1 
and 9, and a police patrol wagon were on 
hand. In four minutes the first stream was 
on and the first extension ladder was up. 
The stand-pipe arrived a moment later. 

„What do you think of it“ was asked of 
Minister Romero. 

“TI think,” he replied, as he brushed the 
spray from his coat and smoothed out his 
hat. that Chicago will never burn down 
again.“ 

ANOTHER DAY Or SIGHTSEEING. 

Their morning yesterday was devoted to 
seeing something of the heart of the city. 
John M. Clark, Gen. William E. Strong, and 
the other members of the Reception Com- 
mittee were on hand promptly at 9:30 o’clock, 
and were attending to all the preliminaries 
of the day’s program. Other members of 
the Reception Committee who came 
a little later were G. F. Bissell, 
H. N. Higinbotham, C. L. Raymond, E. E. 
Ayer, Gen. Joseph Stockton, and H. J. Mac- 
Farland. Carriages were in waiting, but 
the delegates preferred to walk the short 
distance to Marshal! Field’s wholesale estab- 
lishment, so the procession moved with Mr. 
Clark at the head and Gen. Strong bringing 
up the rear. : 

A squad of police kept the entrance to the 
establishment clear. Inside the building the 
messenager-boys were ranged jn lines on each 
side of the passageway. The whole floor was 
decorated with American flags interspersed 
with the flags of the nations represented 
by the members of the congress. 
Mr. Higinbotham and Mr. Kimball 
took charge of the party, and, after taking it 
through the offices, escorted it to the seventh 
floor to see the rooms where the goods are 
prepared for shipment. They were then 
taken from floor to floor through tre various 
departments, ending witb the engine-room 
in the basement. 

From there they walked back to the Board 
of Trade Building, where they were met by 
Secretary Stone and escorted to the direct 
ors’ room, and there presented with a paper 
printed in both Spanish and English, giving 
all the details of the building and the bust 
ness done in it. They were also introduced to 
the officers of the board, and W. S. Seaverns, 
the President, did the honors thereafter. 
Gov. Fifer and Mayor Cregier both joined 
the party here. 

Then word was passed that the members 
of the board were ready to receive the dis- 
ting uisbed guests. 

And they were. 

When the column filed into the room near- 
ty every inch of space was filled: with the 
exception of a passageway down the center. 
All was as still as death until ali the delegates 
were in the room. Then, as if by a precon- 
certed signal, a yell arose.

THREE BOATS ASHORE AT WINNETKA. 


The Ballentine, Ironton, and Tug Protec- 
tion in Danger of Total Loss. 

The steamer D. Ballantine, her consort, the 
parge Ironton, and the tug Protection went 
ashore in a bunch at Winnetka about 10 
o’clock last night. It was reported that the 
schooner America was on the beach not far 

m them. The wind was neavy from the 
northeast, and a heavy sea was roiling when 
the boats went on. The weather was also 
extremely thick. The tug was following the 
steamer and tow into this vort. They got 
too farin and struck the ledge that runs 
from Grosse Point north for many miles 
some 700 or 800 feet from the shore. It is 
hard bottom, and, with the heavy sea run- 
ing, the chances are that a serious loss will 
result. 

The tug Butler, which was following the 
schooner América, was close by when the 
three boats struck. The Butler also ran on 
the ledge, but worked herself off, but not 
without breaking her shoe. The America 
disappeared in the darkness and up till 2 
é’clock this morning had not reached this 
port. It is thought that she could not have 
gotten out of the trap und must have fetched 
up somewhere this side of Winnetka and 
beyond Grosse Point. Her crew would bein 
serious danger, 

The Ballentine and Ironton went on bread- 
side. It was thought there was no likelihood 
of a loss of life. The Evanston life-saving 
crew were notified of the trouble. 

The Ballentine and tae Ironton are owned 
by William Mock of Cleveland. They were 
laden with coal. 1 

The Ballentine was built at Bangor in 1873 
and 1s valued at $42,000 on an A2 rating. The 
Ironton is rated A2 on a valuation of 
$25,000. She was built in 1873 at Buffalo. 
William Mack, their owner, is in the city to 
care for them on their arrival here. 

The point where the boats struck has 
been the scene of many disasters, some of 
them attended by heavy loss of life. At 2:30 
o’clock this morning the wind was going 
down, but the sea continued remarkably 
heavy.

PAIGN IN VIRGINIA. 


Struggling Against Democratic Registra- 
tion Frauds and Parthan Misrepresenta- 
tion— Voters Disfranchised by the Seore 
—How the Little General Directs His 
¥orces—lowa Republicans Serenely Con- 
tident Despite the Wild Assertions of the 

| Opposition—General Political News. 


Perersevre, Va., Oct. 22,—[Speciai.]—The 
Republicans are making a gallant fight in 
Virginia. Meetings are held in the cities and 
towns and the country is flooded with cam- 
paign documents, The Democrats do not at- 
tempt to meet this warfare with argument, 
but appeal to thé passions and prejudices of 
the people. Gen. Mahone was in the ante- 
bellum days and in fact durmg and for many 
years after the demigod of the Democrats, 
every one of whom worshiped nim. Now 
they hate bim and assail him with ali man- 
ner of vituperation and abusive epithets. 
Every mean and contemptible expression is 
hurled at him. The Democrats make no 
show of debating the issues of the day at all. 
They spend all tneir energies in abusing Ma- 
hone and this seems to be about all there is 
of tneir plan of campaign. The Republicans 
are demonstrating to the voters that they as 
Republicans and readjusters have done some 
things which have been for the betterment 
of the condition of tne people, so far as \heir 
educational and political conditions are con- 
cerned. The Republicans are demonstrating 
to the satisfaction of the people the truth of 
the statement that conservatives and Demo- 
crate have opposed free education and free 
suffrage. 

The Democrats are getting ready to carry 
tne election in the old-fashioned way. They 
have the machinery ot the election boards and 
judges, and can do pretty much as they please 
in such matters under the Virginia law. The 
Elecuon Commissioner can, on application of 
five qualified voters, fifteen days prior to 
either regular day of registramon, post in the 
public pl in the district, of which the 
voting place sball be one, a list of names of 
all persons alleged by said voters to be im- 
properly on the registration-books of that 
district. The notice shall be signed by the 
parties posting the same. The registrar 
registration-day is required to hear testi- 
mony produced for and against the persons 
named in the notice, and is empowered to 
strike their names from the books. 

DISFRANCHISING VOTERS. 

This provision of the statute would be emi- 
nently fair and unodjechonable if poperly 
carried into effect. Tue Democrats use itin 
the most fraudulent manner and disfraa- 
chise thousands of voters every electiou. 
The notice required by law is torn down im- 
mediately after having been posted and the 
parties named therein depriyed of the right 
to vote. That is about the way the scheme 
is worked. The objectors and the registrar 
are in lusion, and the Republicaas in- 
variably Zet we worst of it. Care is always 
taken, hawever, to object to the quulifications 
of colored men or white men of little or no 
prominence. A white maa of note or stand- 
ing is never molested. ihe working of this 
scheme has cost tne Republicans thousands 
of votes every election. The registration 
books are copied and changed us often as the 
exigencies of the situation will warrant, and a 
few Republicans are dropped every time. 
The names of ine Democrats are transferred 
without diminution in number. Ficutious 
transters, engineered by Democratic commit- 
teemen and their confederates on election 
boards, deprive the Republicans of many 
votes. These suffrages are transferred to 
counties etner than tne place of registration, 
and the voter, on presenting himseif at the 
election precinct, is told that he was trans- 
ferred to some otner bailiwick days and days 
before. 

The greatest fraud of allis practiced the 
night of election. The judges are three in 
number—two Democrats and one Republican.

DISREPUTABLE TACTICS. 

In the first place the Democrats are doing 
all in their power to keep the colored men 
away from Repubiican meetings. At the 
Hanover meeting the other day the Demo- 
crats marched around town with a big black 
bear on top of a pole. They had a county 
demonstration at Culpepper, with a barbecue 
and tree liquor attachment. For some days 
before the Culpepper affair Democrats-rode 
through the country telling the colored peo- 
ple. the meeting had been postponed and 
would uot be held at all. It would look as if 
trouble, of the order of that of Danviile some 
years ago, was contemplated. Any number 
of papers are printing matter caiculated to 
inflame the whites against the blacks, just as 
they did in the year of the Danville massa- 
cre, when the Democrats at their Lynchburg 
convention wept with the blacks and prom- 
ised to do all sorts of things in their interest, 
They even agreed to institute a separate 
school system for the negroes, although they 
well knew it could not be done under the 
laws of the State. Suddenly the newspapers 
began attacking the colored peopie. Stories 
of theirinsolence were road and it was de- 
clared no lady or child was safe from insult 
while in the streets of larger cities. Then 
came alieged communications from citizens 
who professed to fear, the colored men and 
then followed the Danville massacre, 
when seven or eight colored men were shot 
down. Some of the Democratic newspapers 
are publishing stories of the same old char- 
acter as to the insolence of the colored men. 
All the preliminaries to the Danville shoot- 
ing appear to be observed this fall, and 
trouble of the same kind is feared. Nobody 
knows when it will occur or where, but 
everybody seems imbued with the idea that 
there will be bicoashed before the duy of 
eiection. 

So much for the situation. The Democrats 
content themselves with personal abuse of 
Gen. Mahone and the Republicans are carry- 
ing on an aggressive campaign. Congress- 
man Burrows of * has made a great 
hit in Virginia and will remain here until 
the election is over. The Democrats invari- 
ably institute counter-demonstrauons at the 
same time and place as the Republican mass- 
meetings. Their organization is not nearly 
so good as that of the Republicans ana they 
appear to be overconfident of victory. 

MAHONE’S CAMPAIGN. 

Gen. Mahone is the Chairman of the State 
Executive Committee and the headquarters 
of the organization are located in his resi- 
dence, A dozen clerks are employed in mail- 
ing documents and conducting the corre- 
spondence incidental to the campaign. Con- 
gressman Bowden sits as Chairman of the 
committee in the a ce of Gen. Ma- 
bone and has at all times much to 
say as to the management of the cam- 
paign. There is a constant stream of visit- 
ors; in fact, Gen. Mahone spends ine greater 
part of the night with Mr. Lowden receiving 
241. seg of the State and an- 

rs and telegrams. The General 
seldom retires before 8 or 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and by 9 is ready to engage in tne 
business of another day, The campaign is 
conducted under his personal supervision. 
No man knows Virginia and the Virginians 
better than he. The fight looks like a forlorn 
hope because the Democrats are so strong in 
Virginia and have control of the election ma- 
chinery. Théy have stuffed baliot-boxes ana

HILL’S SOUTHERN PILGRIMAGE, 


The Results Not by Any_Means What His 
Fancy lalnted Them. 

New Vonk, Oct. 22.—[Special.]—Echoes of 
Gov. Hill's trip to the South are sounding in 
New York. They are not so flattering as the 
Governor’s friends would like to have them. 
He went a little too tar in instructing the 
Southern brethren on the negro question. 
It is now a serious question whether he did 
not spoll all the good opinion formed about 
his tariff views by dabbling too much ina 
matter which arouses the Southern Demo- 
crats toa greater extent than their growing 
protective ideas. In Atlanta the Governor 
held a secret conference with a number of 
leaders of Southern Democracy, His own 
Northern followers were aiso present. Gov. 
Hill was filled up with ascheme. He wanted 
to settle the negro ques jon by getting tne 
colored people to vote the Democratic ticket. 
In talking about this question the New York 
Governor trod on a good many Southern 
corns. One of the stomes which comes from 
Atlanta has it that he advised the whites to 
stop the war upon the biacks, and by prom- 
ises of political privileges and doorkeeper- 
ships, messengerships, 9 and like 
menial offices, with a plenty of flattery and 
abundant kindly treatment, bait \nem into 
voting the reguiar Democratic ticket. 

He told them he feared retaliation if the 
whites continued to abuse the blacks—retali- 
ation by tne freedmen of the North—and that 
the representation of the Southeast in Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College would be 
reduced to the basis of the elecuon returns 
if the massacre of the blacks by the whites 
was continued. He also feared that the 
blacks would either emigrate to States where 
they would be treated kindly, educated, and 
allowed to vote or that they would rise and 
exterminate the whites. The latter case was 
not what the whites wanted, ahd the former 
would stop all the industries of the Sou he ast 
and produce financial ruin. 

So he advised the policy of conciliating and 
leading, overwheiming with kindness and 
governing the biacks, so as to make pliant 
tools of them for the political plans of the 
Democrats. 

When asked what were the plans of the 
Democrats for the future he would go no 
further than to say that their plans were to 
recapture the Government at any cost, and 
intimated that if their great friend and ad- 
mirer were oice in the Presidential chair the 
geatiemen before him could understand 
where the seat of influence would be.

I look to the ascendency of the principles upon 
which true Democracy rests, which will be great- 
ly aided by the activity of leagues such as 
yours to secure us from wasting extravagance, 
from demagogic pretense, from sectional bitter- 
ness, and from the widespread corruption of 
suffrage.

DISCUSSING THE “RULES OF THE ROAD.” 


The International Marine Conference Con- 


siders Some Important Matters. 

-Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 22.—Considerable 
progress Was made at the morning session 
of the International Marine Conlerence today 
in consideration of the Rules of the Road.“ 
The amendments pro d to the text or 
changes were of an unimportant character, 
and the discussion consequently was limited 
to comparatively few subjects. During the 
proceedings Mr. Hall of Engiaad proposed a 
definituon of the term Risk of Collision” as 


follows: 

Risk of collision may for the pu of 
these rules be deemed to exist where there is 
not absolute certainty that if the ships keep 
their respective courses and speed they will pass 
clear of each other. Such risk can best be as- 
certained by carefully watching the compass 
bearing ot an approaching vessel. If the bear- 
ing does not aupreciably change such risk should 
be deemed to exist. 

To the article on Right of way” (No. 22 
of the Treasury Department circular), which 
reads: ** Where by the aboverulesone of the 
two ships is to keep out of the way the other 
shall kdep her course,” Mr. Hall proposed to 
add the words and speed.“ 

This proposed amendment met the approval 
of Dr. Sieve-King of Germany and Mr. Good- 
rich. 

Mr. Hall said the English delegates had to 
propose an additional rule to be inserted in 
the artacle under discussion to read as fol- 
lows: 

Wherein consequence of thick weather or 
other causes two ships find themseives so close to 
each other as to make ut doubtful whether by the 
action of one ship alone collision can be avoided, 
the ship which by the above articles is directed 
to keep her course and speed shail also take 
such action as will best aid to avoid collision. 

After recess a resolution 8988 that 
the conference adjourn over Wednesday in 
order to give the committee an opportunity 
to meet and consider the matters referred to 
the m was agreed to. : 

Mr. Hall of Euglaud proposed the follow. 
ing amendment to Art. 20 of the rules. Re- 
ferring to vessels overtaking one another: 

Notwithstanding ne: 4 megan J contained in any pre- 
ceding article, every ship, whether a sailing ship or 
steamship, overtaking any other shall keep ou 
of tne bps ¢ of the overtakea ship. Any ship conf- 
ing up with any other ship from any direction 
more than two points abaft her beam—i. e., in 
such a position With reference to the vessel that 
she is overtaking that at night she would be un- 
able to see either of vessel’s side 
lighte — shall be deemed to be an 
overtaking ares and no subsequent al- 
teration of the bearing between the two ships 
shall make the overtuking ship a crossing ship 
within the meaning of the regulations or relieve 
her of the duty of keeping clear of the over- 
taken ship until she is finally past and clear of 
her. As by day the overtak ship cannot al- 
ways know with certainty whether she is before 
or abatft this direction from the other ship she 
should, if in doubt, assume that she is an over- 
taking ship and keep out of the way. 

And also the following new article to suc- 
ceed Art. 20: 

A ship which is required by these rules to keep 
out of the way of another ship shall, if the cir- 
cumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing 
uhead of the other. |

LET THE EXPOSITION BUILDING STAND. 

The Mayor of the city started to put up on 
the Lake-Front a building for an electric 
light plant. Mr. Leland of the Leland Ho- 
tel began proceedings to enjoin it, inci- 
dentally making the Exposition company a 
party to the suit. He has won his case. The 
city has surrendered. It has owned up that 
the law is against it; that Mr. Leland has 
rights in the Lake-Front which it cannot vio- 
late. If Mr. Leland chooses he can push his 
suit and force the Exposition company to 
tear down its building and throw away 
$300,000 worth of property. Butif he reflects 
he may come to the conclusion that to push 
his victory farther at present would be im- 
politic—that it would be a case where abso- 
lute law would be absolute injustice. 

Mr. Leland, like most Chicagoans, wants 
the Lake-Front to be what it was meant to be 
—a park. It is for his special interest it 
should be so. Nothing therefore could be 
more in accordance with his wishes than the 
desire of the South Park Board to get posses- 
sion of that land and make it the park it 
ought to be. That, however, is at present 
impracticable, for tne board has not tne 
money atits command. It intends asking 
the next Legisiature for authority to increase 
by a mill the amount of taxes itis now em- 

wered to levy, which would furnish it a 
fund with which to make the Lake Park bios- 
som like a rose, right under Mr. Leland's 
windows. Were the Exposition Building 
torn down now, the Parx Bourd being unable 
to do anythingas yet, there would be for 
some years an unsightly stretch of barren 
ground vastly less attractive than the buiid- 
ing, homely as it may be when compared 
with the French Exposi tion palaces. 

The Exposition Building has done little for 
its owners but much for Chicago. The fairs 
and shows which have been held there for 
sixteen years have added greatly to the busi- 
ness of the city. They have been one of its best 
eee to attract thousands ot

: NOT FAIR TO CHICAGO. 

The Jowa State Kegister, a paper which 
should have been more considerate in its 
treatment of this city, has been misled by 
some of its malicious contemporaries to join 
them in an ill-natured attack upon it. Under 
the caption, “Chicago Cultivating tne 
Vicious,” the Register sets forth that since 
the haymarket riot crime abouads here, the 


| police force is demoralized, the courts are 
“PRIVATE 
| the whole city “panders to the worst ele 


impotent, the press encovrages crime, and 


ments of society, protects criminals, delays 
justice, hampers its peace officers, and nurses 
anarchy and revolution.“ It goes witnout 
saying that this abuse of Chicago is at once 
unwarranted and malicious. 

Chicago makes no claim to being an irre- 
proachable city, but she does claim that she 
is not worse than any other large city. Her 
faults are inherent in ali large cities of mixed 
population. She may confess to be a poor 
publican and sinner but she does sot boast 
of being a self-righteous Pharisee, as some 
of her neighbors do. Sue does not conceal 
her shortcomings or lie about them like 
some other cities; nor does she allow her 
boodlers and criminals to escape punishment. 
The process of justice may be slow but it is 
sure and the penalty comes sooner or later, 
and when it does come it is satisfactory. 

Our Iowa contemporary im its unseemly 
haste to condemn Chicago does not stop to 
consider that this is a great cosmopolitan city 
of a million and a quarter of people, drawn 
from many States ana nations. Its society 
is young and stili in its formative processes. 
It has not yet the advantages of the older 
cities of the country in firmly settied insti- 
tutions and in old social and legal practices 
and traditions dating far back ef the period 
when it was still an open prairie. Its growth 
has been marvelously rapid and it has taxed 
the ability of its best people to make its gov- 
erning machinery keep even pace with its 
rapid increase of new population. Fifty 
thousand new people pour in here to stay 
each year, and more than one-half, perhaps 
60 per cent of them, are foreigners from a 


dozen European nations, attracted here by 


the opportunities to get work at good wages. 
A certain proportion of these brigades of 
newcomers constitutes a most undesirable 
addition to asy city. They are un-Ameri- 
can in their practices and sentiments. 
They were vicious before they came to this 
country. Itis not necessary for us to ex- 
plain what professional ang@fchists or profes- 
sional boodlers or Cian-na-Gaels are, or to as* 
sure our Iowa contemporary that the major- 
ity, comprising the respectable and law- 
abiding people of Chicago, do not sympathize 
with either, least of all pander tothem. It 
has seen how Chicago punished her boodlers, 
and on one memorable occasion dealt with 
Anarchist conspirators against law and 
order. It may vet see that she is equally 
capable of dealing with Clan-na-Gael con- 
svirators and assassins who defy the laws of 
this State. 

The law-abiding people of Chicago have 
also had to contend again defective criminal 
statutes in getting jurors, constructed by 
Jawyers to make the attainment of justice as 
difficult as possible, and opening up innumer- 
able opportunities for delay and in some 
cases avenues of escape. What we insist 
upon is that, notwithstanding the character 
of. a considerable element of the alien popu- 
lation, for which they are in no way respon- 
sible, and notwithstanding the obstacles 
placed in their way by demagogues on the 
one hand and defective law on the other, the 
reputable people of Chicago have been able 
thus far to punish criminals and to ferret 
out widespread conspiracies. In this work 
they have been helped by a vigilant press, 
whose zeal in hunting down criminals where 
the police have proved ineffective is mistaken 
by our contemporary for sensation or delight 
in the details of crime. 


CHICAGO STREET NAMES AND NUMBERS. 

The Post-Office Department has refused to 
increase the postal facilities in the annexed 
districts till the City Government has weeded 
out the duplicate street names. A letter ad- 
dressed to Washington street, Chicago,” 
may be meant for some one living ona street 
of that name in old Chicago, Hyde Park, 
Lake, or Lake View. The Council, seeing 
the necessity of action, referred the matter 
to a special committee, which after months 
of meditation is about as far from a report 
as when it set out. All that it has done, ap- 
parently, is to ask the Council whether in 
addition to abolishing all duplicates it shall 
abolish prefixes by establishing a dividing 
line running paraliel with the Chicago River 
and change the names of streets to the north 
of it. Were this decided on North State, 
North Clark, North Franklin, North Ashland 
would cease to be and other designations 
would have to be found forthem. The Coun- 
cil will tackle this question next Monday 
perhaps. 

It is claimed by some that the use of pre- 
fixes—of North,“ “South,” “Fast,” and 
West —is a snare for the pens of the un- 
wary, and that the omissions of the proper 
ones give the Post-Office people trouble. 
They can give no more than in Washington, 
with its double prefixes, in New York, or 
many other American cities where it causes 
none—nothing lke what would be caused 
by an addition to the number of arbitrarily 
named streets. The prefix North“ may 
be suffered to remain and the old familiar 
names of thoroughfares can be left un- 
altered. East and West,“ however, 
can easily be dispensed with. 

If the Aldermen will investigate they will 
find a pian that was proposed seventeen 
years ago which covers this whole question 
of names and numbers more satisfactorily 
than any which hassince been suggested, a 
plan which, made in contempiation of an en- 
largement of the city, applies to the annexed 
territory as well as the old city, and which 
can be carried north, south, ana west as Chi- 
cago grows in those directions. 

One feature of that plan was to take as an 
east and west base line North Water and 
West Kinzie streets, which extend from the 
lake to the Desplaines River and beyond. 
From this base line the streets which ran 


north from it were to be numbered, a hun-

Each of these through 
streets was to be given a hundred numbers 
to the block That would enable a person 
who wanted to go to No. 5000 Madison street 
to know that he would have to travel fifty- 
nine blocks if he was then on the lake shore, 
or it he was at Thirteenth street, but forty- 
six blocks. The diagonal streets, it was de- 
cided, might be numbered as at present, and 
also those short streets which are scattered 
all over the city. If deemed desirable they 


could be called courts or places or given 


half numbers—261<, 8914, etc. | 

For the South Side the present sy stem of 
streets and numbers was left unchanged. It 
was not seen that any good would be done 
by changing the names of a few old, well- 
khown streets, like Lake, Randolph, Wash- 
ington, Madison, ete, to numbers. Nor 
did the system of numbering-consecutively 
to Twelfth and a hundred to the biock below 
that—need any modification, These were 
the outlines of a plan which it will be seen is 
quite as applicable now as the day it was 
made, in spite of the enlargement of the city 
boundaries, and the Council cannot do more 
wisely than to follow it. 

There are additional features which might 
be introduced. Arbitrary street names have 
the defect that they give no cle w to the stran- 
ger. There are so many of them in a large 
city that nobody pretends to be able to pass 
an examination on them except the police- 
man and the cab-driver. It would be well 
if all the north and south continuous 
streets, after getting outside of the heart of 
the city, could be given numbers. West 
Fortieth street 1s more expressive than Craw- 
ford avenue. The latter gives no informa- 
tion as to its whereabouts. . The former tells 
that it is anorth and south street forty blocks 
trom ‘some easily learned starting point. 
California, Keazie, and other avenues would 
be much more full of meaning if known as 
Thirty-second or Twenty-eighth street. 

If these suggestions are carried out and 
the duplicates disposed of the Post-Office 
Department will have nothing to complain 
of, and old residents as well as strangers— 
the latter are coming in at the rate of 50,000 
a year—will find it much easier to make their 
way about Chicago than they now do. 


AMBRICAN INTEREST IN THE NICARA- 
| GUAN CANAL. 

In a recent interview Dr. Horacio Guz- 
man, the Nicaraguan delegate to the Pan- 
American Congress, ex pressed his surprise 
that so little interest is manifested here in 
the construction of the Nicaraguan Canal, 
a project in which he of course might be ex- 
pected to take great interest as the repre- 
sentative of a Republic which will be largely 
benefited by the interoceanic highway. Dr. 
Guzman said: 


Lam surprised at one thing. and that is the in- 
difference of the people of the interior of this 
country to the Nicaraguan Canal. There is no 
doubt that it will be built;, we think co and 
our confidence in it is strong, and the people in 
the eastern part of the country think so. Out 
here they don’t seem to care. We expect the 
work to be done in about six years. It is now 
well under wavs with all the materials on the 

round, An im ant result of this work will 

6 the vast new nercial territory it will open 
up on the Pacifidicoast of South America and the 


creation of a water route from the western coast 


of this country to New York. 

Dr. Guzman should remember that the 
West has not the same direct commercial in- 
terest in the Nicdraguan Carfa? that the At- 
lantic seaports have, and yet the latter have 
taken but a languid interest in it. In the 
first place the internal quarrel between 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica over the boundary 
question came at an unfortunate time and 
had the effect to delay the beginning of the 
work for several months, as weil as to occa- 
sion @ feeling of indifference or apathy on 
the part of the American people. Again, the 
disastrous experiences of De Lesseps with 
his colossal French enterprise of cutting the 
Panama Canal, involving its abandonment 
as an utter failure after squandering $250,- 
000,000, was a damper upon the rising en- 
thusiasm of the people, even though they 
unquestionably regard the Nicaragua scheme 
as the more feasible of the two. What Dr. 
Guzman says as to the condition of the work 
is undoubtedly correct. All the preliminary 
surveys have been completed, and they 
indicate that tne work can be accom- 
plished within a reasonable time and at 
far less expense than the Panama cutting 
would entail, even if it were practicable. 
The disagreement of his Government with 
that of Costa Rica having been settled, the 
real work can now begin. Indeed, the parties 
are already on the ground constructing a 
railroad trom the coast a few miles upto the 
mountain range for the transportation of 
supplies and material pending the beginning 
of the cutting, and we may now expect to 
see it progress with all reasonable expedi- 
won. American interest will undoubtedly 
keep pace with the work. The Government 
itself would naturally move slowly in the 
matter, though there is a general impression 
that the concession to the company is a valu- 
able one. Its future action will largely de- 
pend upon the degree of success demonstrat- 
ed by the incorporators, und, should it be 
sufficient to warrant it, it may help the 


scheme by guaranteeing the bonds of the com- . 


pany. In this connection the Pan-American 
Congress itself can do much to urge it upon 
the attention of A Americans and excite their 
enthusiasm.

HIGH LICENSE AND LOCAL OPTION IN 
IOWA. 

A good many Democrats in Iowa, especial- 
ly in the river cities, are beginning to feel 
that they made a mistake in incorsing high 
license and iocal option at their State con- 
vention. Whenever the. Democratic party 
declaies for repressive taxation of the liquor 
traffic it is pretty certain to find itself in 
trouble with many of its supvorters. The 
Democratic saloonkeepers in the Iowa cities 


where prohibition is a dead ietter are not’ 


pleased with the idea of a $500 tax, from 
which there would be no escape. In some of 
the larger Iowa cities the saloonkeepers pay 
no tax at ail, and $100 is the largest levy ex- 
acted from them by any of the municipali- 
ties, and this amount has to be taken in an 
indirect and evasive way. The call which 
the Democrats are now making on the sa- 
loonkeepers in the Iowa cities is to vote 
to multiply their taxes flvefold at least. 


‘The Democrats are still harder on the 


aruggists. In the small towns in the 
interior, where the drug stores 
monopolize the source of liquor supply, they 
pay only an internai revenue tax of $25 each 
to the Federal Government. Under the law 
which me Democrats propose they would 
have to pay at least $500 more. As though 
this were not severe enough the Democratic

drug stores bear a big part of the burden of 
county taxes. The cities and towns would 
not be content with this arrangement, say 
many Democrats, but would demand at least 
as much as the counties got and would put 
on an additional $500, thus running the tax up 
to $1,000.

rivalry between the cities and the counties 
in levying on the saloons and druggists. The 
county is to take the first whack for $500, and 
then the envious and hungry city is to say 
whether it will be content with less than 
that or demand more. Practically me Iowa 
Democratic platform means a minimum 
license of $1,000 and as much more as the 
municipahties may demand. This is the 
doctrine expected to command te support 
of the saloonkeepers in the river towns,” 
where the highest amount now exacted is 
$100. Democratic saloonkeepers and drug- 
gists have a bitter dose prepared for them. 
It would not be in the least surprising if 
thousands of them should bolt und vote to 
continue nominal prohibition in the cities 
rather than help adopt the high license 
system of taxation which their party has 
pledged itself to enforce, The Republicans 
look on and laugh at the dilemma their op- 
ponents are in.

THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY, 

Soon after Congress meets the President 
will undoubtedly send to tne Senate the 
name of the person he has finally selected to 
fill the existing vacancy on the Supreme 
Bench. Republicans conhdently anticipate 
that a distinguished jurist well equipped for 
a life tenure on the Supreme Bench will be 
chosen—some man of commanding ability 
and with an established judicial reputation 
to prove him worthy of the high honor. Ad- 
ministrations come and go, but . Federal 
Judges hold for life, and the President has 
no more important duty to perform than to 
select men of the first order of ability and 
fitness for the highest court in the land. 
The nominee should not only be a thoroughly 
fit and competent man but known to the pub- 
lic as such, and able from the outset to com- 
mand the confidence and respect of 
the people and the bar. It is be- 
lieved Gen. Harrison is hesitating 
between Judge Gresham of Indiana and cer- 
tain eminent lawyers who have been put for- 
ward as representatives respectively of 
Michigan and Ohio. Indiana has never had 
a representative on the Supreme Bench, 
and it would seem peculiarly fitting for the 
coming appointment to go to that State 
when it has in the person of Judge Gresham 
@man whose selection would give profound 
and universal satisfaction. While Judge 
Gresham is required by his court duties to 
pass much of his. time in Chicago, his legal 
residence is at Indianapolis, where he voted 
for Gen. Harrison last fall. He would make 
a splendid representauve for Indiana and 
his appointment would give greater satisfac- 
tion to the country at large than any since 
Salmon P. Chase was made Chief Justice. 

The declaration that while Indiana is to 
be recognized it will be in the person of the 
Président’s former law partner, Mr, Miller, 
seems confined to Democratic ana mugwump 
papers. Certainly no prominent Republican 
papers are advocating Mr. Miller's appoint- 
ment or speaking of it as likely to occur. 
Only Democratic papers claim the President 
will make a purely personal selection for the 
high post on the Supreme Bench, and they 
are chuckling over the matter as something 
that will create marked Republican dissatis- 
faction and render confirmation by the Sen- 
ate impossible unless Democratic votes can 
be had. Republican papers, however, which 
discuss the suggestion of Mr. Miller at all 
emphaticaily oppose him and discredit the 
idea that the President has any thought of 
making such a selection. For instance, the 
Minneapolis Journal (Rep.) says: 


If the Attorney-General proposes to make 
Washington bis permanent home, what bearing 
does this have on the theory that the President 
intends to put him on the Supreme Bench? Un- 
fortunately it seems to have a direct bearing, 
and to indicate that the President's law partner 
is to be assigned to the vacancy. The President 
will have no more important nomination to 
make during his term, and he is not 1 to 
more seriously disappoint the 322 in any 
pointment he may make than he will m this te 
stance if an obscure lawyer of Indianapolis, who. 
woulda never have been heard of if he hadn't 
been Benjamin Harrison’s business partner, is 
elevated to the Supreme Bench. 

This states accurately the general feeling. 
Mr. Miller is no doubt a good lawyer, but the 
country doesnot want men put on the Su- 
preme Bench solely because they have come 
into prominence as tail pieces to other men’s 
kites. Mr. Miiler would never have deen 
thought of for the Supreme Bench if he had 
not been Gen. Harrison’s law partner, but 
that circumstance will fot warrant his ap- 
pointment. In discussing this matter the St. 
Paul Pioneer-/’ress (Rep.) says: 

There is more than one jurist in the Republican 
ranks Whose elevation would be received with 
universal approval and whose name would be a 
tower of strength to the Administration. Such 
are not the men who are now most frequently 
mentioned in connection with the piace. It ought 
to be, it probably 1s, unnecessary to remind the 
President that this office is not personal; that it 
is, in the highest sense, national; and that every 
citizen, and particularly those of the legal pro 
fession, bas a rigut to criticise freely. In the 
light of history, duty demands 4 careful choos- 
ing on the ground of fitness alone. In the lower 
light of expediency, nothing will more greatly 
strengthen this Administration than the selec- 
tion of Supreme Judges who are admitted by 
universal consent to be worthy of the honor. 


Certainly it would be hard toname an office 
more distinctly national than that of a Justice 


of the Supreme Court. Personal favoritism 


should never put a man on that bench. A» 
President might almost as well appoint a man 
to the Supreme Court on the ground of blood 
relationship as of business partnership. Con- 
siderations which may have weight in filling 
positions subordinate in character and with 
short terms do not apply to posts on the 
Supreme Bench. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel (Rep.) says: 


There is one good reason why Mr. Miller 
should not be nominated by President Harrison 
for this place. Whatever may be Mr. Miller's 
fitness he is known to the country only as Presi- 
dent Harrison's law partner. In no other as 
has. he been viewed by the people outside of his his 
own State. There was criticism of his appointment 
to a Cabinet office because, as tar as the -ountry 
could see, he would never have been thought of 
but for his partnership with Gen. Harrison. 
Whether it should be true or not that his nom 
nation for the Supreme Bench was due to the 
President’s high estimate of his qualities the 
country would certainly, not knowing Mr. Mil- 
ler’s qualifications, take it for granted that the 
appointment was purely person While there 
might be nothing scandalous in the appointment, 
there is no doubt that it would tend to dam 
the Administration, and consequently the Re- 
publican party. We doubt if the President has 
made up his mind to nominate Mr. Miller. But 
in view of the growing belief that he has it is 
time for the Republican press to express its 
views on the subject. 


The criticism of Mr. Miller’s appointment 
as Attorney-General was perhaps somewhat 
strained. A Cabinet officer holds only dur- 
ing the pleasure of the President, and is in 
every particular subordinate to his chief. 
The President is responsible for the acts of 
his subordinates in the Cabinet, and should 
have great freedom of choice in selecting 
them. They can be dismissed atany time, and 
at most will continue in office only during 
the term of their chief. None of these con- 
siderations apply to a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. His post is one of absolute independ- 
ence, and he may continue in office through 
changing Administrations long after the

Why cannot some 
provision be now made for avoiding a fur- 
ther interminable tearing up of the streets? 

The ever growing difficulty might to large 
part be avoſded for the future by requiring 
that all new mains, either for gas or water, 
and all pipe conduits, except as the latter 


might be accommodated under the sidewalks, — 


shall follow the alley lines instead of tne 
paved streets. The tearing up of alleyways, 
for aew work or for alterations and repairs, 
would be attended with far less interruption 
to business and do vastly less damage to ex- 
isting: pavements than that which inevitably 


attends tne disruption of the main thorough- 


fares, and the extra cost of distribution in- 
side building lots would be smail in compari- 
son with the saving in the matter of road- 
beds alone. It is well Known 
the wooden block pavement is practically 
ruined soon after it has been guttered once or 
twice, and the granite block is never relaid 
so as to make the road as good as at first, 
owing to the unequal settling of newly fiiled- 
in earth, to say nothing of the carelessness of 
the men employed to do the work. Itis not 
only a municipal nuisance but a positive and 
grave wrong to the taxpayers who have met 
their assessment for paving a street to have 
it invaded soon after by a force of men 
whose labor lessens by 50 per cent the value 
of the “improvement.” Butit is a wrong 
which, under present arrangements, it 
is useless to protest against and for which 
there is no redress. 

There is a still better plan, but possibly the 
reform would be too radical to permit its 
adoption. It is to make an accessible open- 
ing along the middle of each street, over the 
sewer, such opening to contain the gas and 
water mains, together with wires for telc- 
graph, telephone, and electric light, to con- 
struct a permanent roadbed on each side of 
this—the same never to be disturbed—and 
cover in the duct with metal bars superim- 
posed by appropriate paving material, which 
could be removed and replaced with facility 
and entail no damage to the passageway on 
each side, Not only would this arrangement 
effect a vast saving in the item of pavement 
laying, but it would at once much lessen the 
cost of making needed repairs and cut off 
fully balf the interrupuon to business which 


arises from tearing up the streets, and is 80 


serious at times that it has started not a few 
merchants in this city on the downward 
road to bankruptcy. 

The city authorities could not em ploy a 
portion of their time to better advantage to 
their constituents than by trying to think 
out some way for meeting the fast growing 
nuisance here referred to. The city is now 
sufficientiy large to make it worth while to 
proceed methodically for the future in all 
municipal work. It should no longer be 
deemed necessary for its emplpyés to spend 
60 per cent of their time in Undoing what 
others have done, and in redoing badly that 
which has once been done comparatively 
well, Yet this is witnessed every time a 
change in gas or water pipes is required, and 
the poor taxpayer has to foot the een, 
bill.

| of the development of both, when all find that 


the larger the markeis, the wider the fleld of in- 

timate intercourse, the beiter for each and for 

all. then through community of action it hecomes 

eee to extend trade tween neighboring 
tates. 

But we have been met by the statement that 
the members of the International Congress are 
Wasting their time im endeavoring to extend 
trade with tne United States until this country 
admits South American produce free ot duty. In 
reply I bave to call your attention to the fact 
that the United States has already reduced its 
tariff, so that over 80 per cent of the produce 
coming from the countries represented in this 
congress is admitted free of duty, which leaves 
less than 20 cent with which to trade for re- 
e purchased last year from the 
produce to the value of 
$181,000.000. Whatis deplorable is that se ae 
for that produce we had to remit $112,000, in 
cash to Europe, where our southern neighbors 
1 over 8 per cent of the manu- 

tured goods which ‘they required from 
abroad, our sales to them last year amounting 
to only $69,000,000, Instead of sending their or- 
ders to Europe and forcing us to remit $112,000.000 
cash to Euro for their account, we ask our 
southern n bors to purchase of us in ex- 
change for what we use from them the dry 
goods, burdware, lumber, railroad supplies, agri- 
cultural implements, and other manufactured 
roducts which we are showing them in this visit 
whey * centers of our country. [Ap 
plause. 
Extended commercial intercourse with the 
countries to the south will pdenefit not any one 
section of this country, but will extend through- 
out the entire land. And in: moving to extend 
our commercial relations let us proceed in a way 
characteristic of the intellectual breadth, enter- 
— and energy of peoples of new and rapidly 
eveloping countries by simultaneously develop- 
ing facilities in many directions, as every one 
supplements every other; by perfecting an inier- 
— system of exchange; by showing that 
we can produce honest goods at a fair price, and 
uniting in the protection of honest by 
American trade marks; Dy creating a system of 
banking to facilitate the extension of credit; by 
reciprocity treaties; by improving com munica- 
tion by mail and by cable; by recognizing the 
true value of facilities for transportation by sea 
and by rail. 

By showing the products of the three Americas 
in 1803 ana wherever the Worid’s Fair is held, 
whether in New York or in Chicago, the Span- 
ish-American States and Brazil will send an ex- 
hibition of their products that will be worthy of 
those great nations and of the celebration of the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of the Amer- 
icas by one of their heroes. [Applause.]

George R. Blanchard of New York Makes 
an Able Addres«. 

After another solo by Whitney Mockridge 
George R. Biancnard of New Yorks, Chair- 
man of the Central Traffic Association, was 
introduced. He spoke to the toast, Iuter- 
national Communication.” Mr. Blanchard’s 
address was listened to with the most care- 


‘tul attention, and the many points ne made 


brought out responses which showed that 
his words were failing in fertile ground. He 
said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Interaa- 
tional Congress: The carrying interests centered 
at this transportation heart of North America 
unite in weicoming the Nation's guests, who seek 
with us to create closer relations between 115,- 
000,000 of people in the two Americas. 

National and international community depend 
upon the means by which people meet and 
communicate, and the quickest exchange of 
their products at the lowest cost, assuming like 
qualities and dealings. How shail these results 
and intercommunication by mail and telegraph 
be accomplished and maintained with the coun- 
tries of our guests? . 

The influences, successes, and failtres which 
have heretofore attended this greatest of state 
problems must answer the inquiry. 

In his last message to Congress George Wash- 
ington advocated the James River Canal and the 
policy of assisted internal waterways. 

Charles Carroll of Carrollton, when the last 
surviving signer cf the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, subscribed to the stock of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, influenced States to subsidize it, 
and laid its’ cornerstone. The Nation built the 
highways from Washington to Indianapolis, 
which gave pathto the Cumberland wagons 
which rumbied a pioneer trade to and from pres- 
ent industrial empires. 

New York State built the Erie Canal in chain 
with our great lakes, and it has poured more 
wealth than water. The National land grant to 
the Illinois Central Railroad gave impetus to 
this great State and city. The 3,000 miles of land 
between the Missouri River and the Pacific Ocean 
were undeveloped for many years except by pio- 
neers whose homes were wagons, whose road- 
ways were plains, and whose markets were 
camps. The Nation gave its credit and charter 
to the Pacitic Railway in 1862 and it was opened 
in 1869, more tuan seven years before the time 
Congress aliotted for its construction. 

Abraham Lincoln fixed its point of junction 
and testified his opinion of the national value. 

Ouf townships, municipalities, States, and Na- 
tion acted wisely to financiaiiy assist various 10- 
ternal rail and water lines, because transporta- 
tion facilities must precede the actual needs of 
trade. The trame must grow to them, and as 
commerce must “follow the flag.“ we must first 
send the flag. . 

Those truisms built railways in the waiting 
West before they could pay dividends and inter- 
est, but they paid instant large returns to the 

urse of the Commonwéaitn. The assisting 

tates and the whole people may point witn 
pride to the successes in both interior ana ex- 
teridr market communication to which they con- 
tributed. Weno longer have aay Eastern and 
Western frontiers but the oceans, the ple are 
unified in interest and pursuits, and the t borders 
of Canada and Mexico grow dim in tne light of 
increased commercial unity. 

Trade is tne lite-biood of nations, anchit has 
flowed through our arteries with a richness that 
nas made us, the youngest of the great peoples, 
possess 45 per cent of the railways of the worid.

the other 52 per cent do.

6000 in foreign vessels. and this brings us to ocean 
subsidies. The five little Central American 
States pay $71.000 annually to the Pacific Mail 
Steamsnip company, while the forty-two greut 
United States of America pay their own ships 
but $49,000 yearly to sustain our commerce with 
all Central and South America, who pay roundly 
$5,000,000 annual subsidies, or eleven times more 
thas we do. Thirty-five million dollars of sub- 
sidies are annually d dy maritime countries. 
France. 50, 780. 000; England, with 84. 500, 000: and 
Brazil. $1,750,000, we standing twelftn in this hon- 
oruble list. Let me broaden these figures to our 
rT relations with all Powers, 

In 1858 our flag covered 71 per cent of ali the 
values we imported and exported. This was 
lowered to 14% per cent in 1883, so thatour com- 
mercial flag is much below hali-mast. As our 
National independence in all other respects be- 
came assured, our dependence upon forewn car- 
riers became greater. Standing first in the 
wealth of nations, and send and receiving 
t than any other sender or receiver, 
we owned less vesseis to carry it. 

No American merchant would deem this a wise 
individual policy, and how can it be’ collective 
wisdom?! e now have but fifty-six American 
steamships in international trade, represented 
by $15,000,000 capital and 158,000 tons, while Eu- 
giand’s merchant fleet is 5,196 steamers, with 
500,000 tons, and represented by 81. 100,000. 000 
— pn We paid toreiga vessels last year $170,- 
000, and to our own ships only $29,000,000, This 
disparity and e our treatment 
ot toreigu mails. In we paid for mail service 
to vessels carrying the Star and Stripes 81,987. 
000, while in 1888 we paid oniyx 887,000, or less 
than one-twentieth as much. Inthe same year 
England paid $3,250,000, of which $550,000 was to 
carry American mails. In 1870, when our 
total mail service cost $24.00),000, we paid §800,- 
000 for carrying mails to Spanish America. In 
1 hen our mail service cost $56,000,000, we 
paid one-sixteenth as much, or only $49,000, or 
less than to Chesapeake Bay steamers, and we 
d one small steamer between Tampa and 
avana $58,000 for Cuban mails alone. Touch- 
ing telegraphic communication, we connected 
our wires in 1882 at Galveston with South Ameri- 
— telegraphs, but we yet cable largely via Lis-

Ines e are regretful statistics, and why should 
they continue? 

Our naval constructors have proven we can 
build fleet ships—witness the Charleston and Chi- 
cago. Those who sailed and battied with Perry, 
Foote, and Farragut have * eres that we 
can Man slips with brawn and bravery equal to 
all emergencies of those who go down to the 
sea in ships,“ but our iegisiators have not been. 

It is the irony of commerce that we raise vast 
crops and send them to the Atlantic in our land 
vessels, to there transfer their carriage to foreign 
flags whose freight we pay either in money or de- 
creased sale prices. Since June, 78. when we 
abandoned the policy of subsidies Eugiand bas 
puid $225,000,000 in subsidies avowediy to enlarge 
its commerce. The Cwsars assisted the triremes 
ot Italy to Albion with the products of the ear- 
lier Mediterranean civilization, and England 
seems to have made this its trade legend and 
polity. It has the smallest home domain but 
the largest commerce, and Threadneedie street 
thereon fixes the rates of exchange which govern 
finunce. It bought the Suez Canal to touch the 
mercantile puises of the East. It lends its credit 
to Indiap carriers and irrigation channels, and 
the influence of Manchester and Liverpool are

nglish lips are prouder to call their land the 
mistress of the seas and to say that the sun 
ne7er sets upon its flag than of ali its battles. 

Merchants know that one-half of a cent per 100 
pounds will turn s from one line to another 
equally hen, therefore, foreign ships 
with subsidies rival non subsidized American 
ships the sequel is our discomfiture, because 
their rates are and will continue lower to com- 
petitive markets. 

lf when our Nation assisted internal transporta- 
tion it had adopted a broad creed for aiding ex- 
ternal transit thousands of millions more would 
now bein our treasury; we would have firmer 
holds upon the worid’s markets: would exercise 
more powerand command, more legitimate in- 
strumentalities of nutionai riches and security. 
We stride with our internai marches, but we 
limp in the maritime procession. both naval and 
commercial. Let us prudentiy but fearlessly 
award some of our uaprecedented surplus to de- 
velop and retain external commerce. As Aa- 
miral Porter sad, What would $10,000,000 a 

ear betothis country if given by Congress to 

elp build up our commercial marine? It would 
more | than return an equivalent in customs 
dues. 

Our guests tonight, although our friends, are 
yet our competitors and to be feared in tne races 
and rivalries of nations when their grain flelds 
and pastures give forth their increase. The 
Amazon and the Plate drain double the square 
miles of the Mississippi Valley and have the 
advantages of being navigable to larger ships 
for longer distances, thus reducing land carriage 
and cost. They have our diversities of soil, cli- 
mate, and production. Between their 3.500.000 
square miles in the vaileys of its two great 
streams and the 1,250,000 square miles of the 
Mississippi Valley basin and the enormous in- 
terests of our coast and work shops, vast ex- 
changes of traffic must, however, flow in the 
future. Our 14,000,000 of acres of cotton land 
will have intimate relations to their coffee and 
grain fields and timber forests, and our cotton 
should no more go to England, to be thence re- 
sent to South America, than should the coffee of 
Rio go to England to be roasted for American 
breakfasts or their mahogany go there to be 
made into chairs upon which we sit to drink it. 
To whatever extent these our friends succeed 
in diverting our trade it is our duty to repiace it 
by increasing other commercial exchanges with 
them in the telds of invention, in machinery. in 
agricultural implements, and lesser products, 
and a broad legislative wisdom should aid to 
open channels therefor to our labor and capital. 

If the South American States already have 
foreign purchase markets which sell rival prod- 
ucts cheaper than we can it is more our duty 
than theirs to encourage and equalize, but so 
far, be it to the credit of our guests, they have 
done more than have we to aid commercial 
union, as witness the subsidies they pay. We 

wiil meet great difficulties in recovering carry- 
lug trades needlessly lost with the Old World, 
but we should secure and hold fast transit lines 
with the lower hait of our own world. 

Canada gives vast bounties to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway 1 to divert our trudes. 
Why should not this 
divert British trades and establish new ones 

Engiand’s shibboleth is free trade,” but no 
nation so well protects its ships; our tocsin has 
been.“ protection,“ but no nation so neglects its 
ships. We protect the ironmaster and the wool 
grower—why not the ship-owner? We vote 
money to the inventor of guns; let us aid those 
who make their use unnecessary by carrying the 
clearance instead of the cartridge. We wise.y as- 
sisted the Eads jetties, an 1 thereby deepened not 
only a river, out a national commerce. We 
spend vast annual sums for rivers and harbors, 
some of which money is charged to dewy creeks 
with apocryphel channels. Why not now give 
the open oceans some encouragement and pass 
the Bounty bill, which allows a rate per ton car- 
ried to competitive subsidized ports. The sole 
reply to these queries has been our general pros- 
perity. That is ro longer reason or refutation; 
it is ea and President Harrison 
and his great Secretary of State are pledged to 
oppose it. 

The World's Fair to be held here in 1892 will 
mark the 400th year since Christopher Columbus 
began to trace the map of North America with 
his deathless hand. Oae hundred and fifty years 
later ana 250 years ago the Pilgrim Fathers gave 
larger impetus to home development and ex- 
ternal commerce by the hardihood of their lives, 
labors, and principles. 

The coming of our present guests may prove as 
important as those earlier advents. Like Colum- 
bus and Miles Standish, they come for discovery, 
not conquest. This 1s not a meeting of Em- 
perors; they bring and we give welcomes in- 
stead of wiles. They and we seek fraternity 
through the enlargements of the arts. the ex- 
changes of labor, and the removal of all fictitious 
and unjust barriers to inver-American commerce. 

Incomparable Shakspeare said: “ Welcome 
ever smiles while farewell goes out sighing.” 
We look to these welcomes and farewells to in- 
cite a more injimate acquaintance, an increased 
interchange ofthe essential and luxurious arts 
between naturally related markets, to improve 
the qualities of manufacture, and to cheapen 
fabrication, trereby promoting that more ect 
intercommunication which means a closer in- 
ternational brotherhood, the wane of war, and

Many New Cases Developed—Causes of the 
Epidemic. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 22.—[Special.}— 
Instead of the anxiety in regard to typhoid- 
fever at Yale being allayed itis on the in- 
crease. For the time being the interest in 
athietics is staid. Dr. Seaver said two or 
three days ago that he did not think there 
was any danger of the disease becoming epi- 


‘demic, but he is now much worried over the 


number of cases; and he has expressed a de- 
termination to promptly send every man 
home to his friends who shows the slightest 
syraptoms of the disease. In addition to 
those heretofore reported as being ill and 
who have gone home are: Samuel Colgate 
Jr.,’91, South Orange, N. J.; Charles E. 
Brainard, ‘Yl, Hartford, Conn.: Robert 
Merriam, 90, St. Paul. Minn. ; William H. 
St. John, 91. Hartford, Conn.; and Sherman 
Morse, 91, Canandaigua, N. F. Of these 
St. John is said to be extremely ill, while the 
others may recover, Scores of the students 
are suffering from aria. Some people are 
of the opinion that the disease is due to city 
water and others that itis caused by over- 
study and want of exercise. 

TREMONT, O., Oct. 22.—The village of Wood- 
ville, this county, is a terribly ravaged place. 
Nearly ‘one-third of the 600 persons in the 
town are victims ot typhoid fever and diph- 
theria. Last week there were ten deaths 
from typhoid fever and nearly that number 


from diphtheria. Dr. Busch, the leading phy- 


sician, has about fifty cases under his care. 
suspended. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 22.—fSpecial. |—The 
epidemic of diphtheria among the children of 
the city has assumed alarming proportons. 
There has been à constant increase in the 
number of cases per week since the latter 

rt of August and a proportionate though 
ess regular increase in the number of 
deaths. The report of the health devart- 
ment shows that nearly one-fourth of all 
the cases have resulted fataily and that the 
spread of the disease last week was unexpect- 
edly great. As yet no schools have been dis- 
missed on account of the epidemic, as it has 
shown itself with no particular intensity in 
any one locality. Vigorous measures will be 
taken to stop its spread, however, if a dimi- 
nution in the number of cases is not noted 
soon.

There was little of importance occurring 
yesterday in the local base-ball world,’ Gum- 
bert. Van Haltren, and others of the players 
dropped in at headquarters to settle with the 
clup management preparatory to leaving for 
their respective homes. In answer to President 
Spalding’s inquiry as to whether or not they 
were ready to sign contracts for 1890, the players 


invariably replied that they were in the hands of’ 


the brotherhood and could only sigh when that 
organization granted them permission, 

Manager Jim Hart of the Bostons showed up 
during the afterneon and denounced as untrue 
the statement printed in a morning paper to the 
effect that he would manage the Boston brother- 
hood team next season. 

The report has been sent to Eastern papers by 
overzealous workers and sympathizers in the 
brotherhood cause that Messrs. Spalding and 
Anson, together with other stockholders of the 
Chicago club, are crazy with anxiety and dis- 
may over the situation.” Frank Flint, Clark- 
son’s old backstop, does not hesitate to say that 
the brotherhood “has got the Chicago club 
crazy.” He estimates that Spalding & Co. lost 
not less than $50 a duy by refusing to permit him 
to catch-during the closing weeks of the season.

The Senate will not have any difficulty 
about classifying the eight new Senators 
from North and South Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington if the custom of the body is ad- 
hered to. Under the Constitution the Senate 
must be divided as neurly as may be into 

classes—the. terms expirmg 
from one ctass 


will 9 in 1891, of the other in 1893, 
and of the third in 189%. The new 
Senators are each elected for six 
years, but tney cannot all come into 
the class of 189. Iwo of them only 
can enter that ciass. The rest will have to 
suffer a shorten ng of their terms, some to 
two years and some to four. At present 
there are twenty six Senators whose terms 
expire in 1895. In each of the other classes 
there ars twenty-Uve Seuators. Three of the 
new Senators will have terms expiring in 
1891, three in 1893, and two in 1895. All three 
of the classes will then be even. There is 
no law by which to determine which of the 
pew men shail bave short and which long 
terms, and vrecedent furnishes but one 
means of deciding the question. 

When the United States Senate was first 
organized the question was decided by lot— 
drawing straws. When Colorado was.. ad- 
mitted slips were numbereu and put in a hat 
to be drawn by the two Senutors to decide 
their fortune. Senator Teiler then got a 
term of but four or five months, for the class 
with which fate cast his lot had almost ex- 
pired, This seemed like hard luck, put by a 
paradox it was quite the reverse. By hav- 
ing a term that expired so soon he was 
thrown back for reéiection upon the same 
Legislature (nat first elected him, and so got 
two terms—a long oue and short one. Some 
such thing may happen to some of the new 
Senutors if in aoy vase che Legislatures holu 
over for two years. However, they wiil 
have to trust to luck for their assignments. 


Francis E. Warren, the Governor of Wyo- 
ming, in his annual report states that the 
population of the Territory is estimated to 
be from 95,000 to 105,000. According to the 
census of 1880 the population, he states, is 
given at 20,789. The total assessed value of 
property was in 1888 $33,388,549, and he esti- 
mates the weulth of the Territory at three 
times its assessed value. He says that a 
convention adopted a Constitution Sept. 30. 
Women suffrage, conferred in 13869, is estab- 
lished in the Constitution. The Governor 
states that be has directed an election to be 
held Nov. 5, 1889, for action upon the Consti- 
tution adopted by the convention. Wyoming 
will be in size the eighth State in the Union.

Wyoming will perhaps become more noted 
for her oils than any other product. Mount- 
ains of iron and generous deposits of gold, 
sliver, copper, iead, tin, mica, éetc., are found. 
The mineral wealth of Wyoming, the Gov- 
ernor says, is more than sufficient to pay the 
Nationai debt. The Governor recommends 
unat Congress at its coming session pass an 
act providing for the admission of Wyoming 
as a State; that largely increased apprppria- 
tions be submitted for surveys in Wyoming; 
that authority be given for surveying agri 


cultural, grazing, mineral, ang timver lands 


together, rather than limit the surveys to 
actual agricultural land that four Justices 
of une Supreme Court be provided instead of 
three. 


Army officers are much interested in a 
longevity ration case now pending before 
Second Controller Gilkeson involving the 
question of pay for longevity rations for al- 
most every officer in the army. The total 
amount of all the claims involved is about 
$1,500,000. When the first claim was pre- 
sented to the Second Auditor it was disai- 
lowed. The Court of Claims, however, de- 
cided that officers were entitled under the 
law to allowance for iongevity rations, and 
the Supreme Court affirmed the decision. 
The Second Contriler still hesitates to allow 
the claims, as be is doubtful as to wheiner 
the decision of the Supreme Court operates 
to reopen accounts which have already been 
settled. The Second Controller has devoted 
much time and thought to the case and has 
finaliy written to the Attorney Generai ask- 
ing his opinion on the question.

INTERESTING ANECDOTES ABOUT THE 
LATE KING OF PORTUGAL. 


Political Relations of the Court of Oporto a 
Little Mixed ut Present—Comparative 
Expenses of Monarchies and Kepoblics— 
The Success of “The Yeoman of the 
Guard "—The Lord Mayor’s Pageant—A 
Great Bourbon-hapsburg Gathering. 

[New York Tribune Cable. ! , 
Lonpon, Oct. 22.—The late lamented King 

Louis of Portugal, though in many ways al- 

most. as eccentric as the ill-fated ruler of 


Bavaria, was a man of considerabie energy. 


He was with us fora fortnight some three 
years ago, and spent most of the time at 
South Kensington under the guidance of Sir 
Philip Cunliffe Owen. His clean-sbavenu face, 
ill-fitting frock coat, swarthy complexion, aud 
goid-headed cane gave him the appearance of 
a Turkish Pasha rather than that of a Eu- 
ropean potentate. His avidity in signt-seeing 
s00D exhausted the energies of the Prince of 
Wales. The political relations of me eourt 
of Oporto must now bea littie mixed, for 
while the new King is the son-in-law of the 
Comte de Paris and brother-in-law of the 
Duc d’Orleans, he is also closely connected by 
marriage with Prince Victor Napoleon and 
his dynasty. It is scarcely to be wondered at 
that the late King should have regarded 
the death of his brother, the Duke of Coim- 
bra, from fever, as a sinister omen, and that 
that eventshouild have prejudicially affected 
his own prospects of recovery. In November, 
1861, bis brother, Prince Ferdinand, was 
seized with typhoid-fever and died in 
less than a week. King Dom Pedro 
was next attacked, and also suc- 
cumbed. Another brother, Prince John 
Beja, was visiting Winasor at the time with 
the King just deceased, then the Duke of 
Oporto. They hurried home, but Duke Beja 
was immediately taken ill with fever, and 
died Dec. 22. In the meantime the Prince 
consort, who had loved the King of Portugal 
with an affecuon almost paternal, had been 
stricken with the same fatal disorder, and 
died Dec. 14. 
A BOURBON-HAPSBUKRG GATHERING. 

There was a great Bourbon and Hapsburg 
gathering Thursday at Schloss Frohsdorf 
for the marriage of Dona Bianca, the eldest 
of the four daughters of Don Carlos, and tne 
Archduke Leopold, who is the eldest son of 
Archduke Charles Salvator; son of the late 
Grand. Duke of Tuscany by his second mar- 
riage with the daughter of the late King 
Francis I. of Naples. There is no danger of 
this Hapsburg-Lorraine line becoming ex- 
tinct, for the Grand Duke of Tuscaygy has 
nine children, of whom five are sons, and his 
haif-brother, Archduke Charles Salvator, 
has four sons and five daughters. 

BISMARCK APPROVES THE MATCH. 

French newspapers have started an absurd 
romance about serious differences which it 
is alleged have arisen between Empress 


Frederick and Prince Bismarck in conse- j° 


quence of: the Chancellor having interfered 
to prevent the betrothai of Princess Margaret 
of Prussia to Prince Christian of Denmark, 
which the Empress is desirous of bringing 
about. The reai fact is that Prince Bismarck 
has no sort of objecuon to the projected mar- 
riage, and the story that he wishes Princess 
Margaret to marry Prince Wilham of Nassau 
is absolute nonsense. The alliance between 
the heir of the throne of Denmark and the 
sister of the German Emperor was so dis- 
tasteful to the Czar, who exercises a perfect 
despotism over his wife’s family, and it led 
to such a furious protest from the Duke of 
Cumberland, that the idea was abandoned.

Almost 
every tine day during the season, especially 
Sunday, he took the air in tue row, standing 
six feet four, actually 80, but looking about 
60 years of age, his shagey white whiskers 
and Gladstonian collars some inches in front 
of him. and his stalwart figure cased in au 
old-fashioned frock and half-acre of white 
waist coat. His family relationships were 
both numerous and complicated. On one 
hund he was the grandtather of Lord Asbh- 
burton; oa the other the nephew of Lord 
Leicester, who was thirteen years his junior.

In a recent interview with Mr. Edison at

bie for all the deaths that have occurred. 


“Suppose,” said Mr. Edison, “ that it * 1 


desired that twenty-horse power 


transmitted a distance by means of a wire 
rope. Say this rope was two inches in diame- 
ter and moved over tne pulley-wheels at these 
terminus at the rate of twenty miles an hour, 


and twenty-horse power was conveyed. The 
strain On the rope to transmit the 


rope would still be fifty pounds per square 
inch, but the velocity must be increased 
from twenty miles to eighty miles per hour. 


One-quarter of an inch rope would require a 


speed of 320 miles per hour. So in like pro- 
portion a wire the thickness of a hair might 


be made to serve if the velocity was in- 


creased. } 


‘Ruakine, the Scottish engineer, calcuj- 
lated that a belt made of a single spider web — 
moving around pulleys at tne velocity of 
light would run all the machinery in Great 
Britain. This spider web method has been 
adopted by the mushroom electric-lighting — 
companies.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, there being a light business doing 
other than in wheat, and that cereai was not so 
animated as the previous day. The feeling was 
steadier, but by no means a settled one. 

It may be remarked that on this break Decem- 
ber wheat has been much weaker than May. 
The reason may be said to be that most of the 
selling was done by men who were iong for the 
nearer month. But it may also be noted that 
Decembeg? bas been relatively high because of 
fears that light stocks in this city would permita 
squeeze near the close of the year. The differ- 
erence nas been 2%c, whereas the cost of storage 
alone for the five months is 4c, and interest with 
insurance counts up another 2%c. The premium 
op the future isnot alwavs equal to the cost of 
carrying, but is often much nearer to it than has 
been the case recently. 

They say that two of the largest packers in 
this city — their houses running last Sunday 
making pork for delivery on October contracts, 
and that they and others are now proceeding 
more confidently, seeing that the United States 
court has decided not to issue an injunction al- 
ready refused by the State. Yet the market 
continues strong and it is dificult to say why. 
One theory is that Hutoninson is extensively 
short for self or clients and wants to put the 
price up now in order to encourage productior 
of pork during the remainder of the month. 

Itis noted tthe increase in the quantity of 
wheat on ocean passage seems to be altogether 
due this time to last week’s shipments from both 
coasts of this country, which is a much more en- 
couruging feature than would be an increase due 
to shipments from other countries. Those from 
India are becoming light. There is some talk 
about an expected increase in the supply from 
Russia, owing to efforts to move out from 
Biack Sea ports as much as possible before they 
are closed by ice for the winter. New York re- 
ports the presence of several export orders for 
wheat, umited about itte below the current 
market there: 

The receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth footed 
up but 710 cars in wheat, or less than one-third 
the agg: egate for the previous day, which includ- 
vuls of Sunday.
